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Restriction 

In their latest response, applicants reaffirm their traversal of the restriction 
requirement but they present no further arguments. The restriction requirement is 
consequently still considered valid and remains in effect for the reasons discussed in 
the previous office action. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC 102 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by Osgerby. 

All features of the power generation system described in claim 1 are found in 
prior art power plants of the type disclosed by Osgerby (PTO-1449). Attention is called 
to Osgerby's Figure 1; note first combustor 14, first turbine 16, second combustor 20, 
and second turbine 21 . Note also that the pressures listed on the drawing figure indi- 
cate that the first combustor and turbine operate at a pressure of 3000 RSI, and the 
second combustor and turbine operate at a pressure 588 RSI. The operating pressures 
of the first combustor and turbine are thus greater than the operating pressures of 
second combustor and turbine as specified in the present claim. 
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Arguments 



Applicants' arguments have been reviewed but are considered moot since they 
are directed solely to the § 1 12 rejection applied in the previous office action. Appli- 
cant's amendment has overcome this rejection but has also broadened the claimed 
subject matter to the extent that it is now anticipated by the Osgerby Patent cited above.
